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The big news in amateur radio space 
Communications for October is the ham in 
space operation from STS-9, the ninth 
Space Shuttle flight. If the schedule 
holds, Dr. Owen Garriot, W5LFL, will ride 
into space on October 28 and will conduct 
the first manned amateur radio operation 
from that environment two days later. He 
will operate for no more than one hour per 
day and the first scheduled period of op- 
eration accessible from our area will be 
some five days into the flight, eighty 
Bro1ts into the mission. He will listen 
for and record calls during one minute and 
read back those recorded during the next 
‘minute. One of those cheap stick-up digi- 
tal clocks will be handy for keeping in 
step with his operation. 


The manufacturer of the radio W5LFL 
will use has been identified. It is a 
Motorola unit, highly modified in the ARRL 
lab. It was chosen from a group of radios, 
the ones not chosen still not identified. 
We hope to have some tracking aids avail- 
able for club members before the first 
activity period takes place. We should 
have a list of transmit and receive fre- 
quencies by then as well. 
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AMSAT-OSCAR 1@ continues to provide 
firsts in varied areas of amateur radio 
activity. The September 1 Teleconference 
Radio Net which we heard cn 146.88 in this 
area was rebroadcast on AO 10 via a Wash- 
ington area repeater. Contacts have been 
made on RTTY, SSTV and packet radio as 
well as on SSB and c.w. Two New Zealand 
amateurs have made contact by transmitt- 
ing in a segment of the AO 10 passband 
which was received by the Soviet satellite 
RS-6 which retransmitted the signal in the 
29.41G to 29.450 MHz. range. 


As was expected, a problem with 
stations running excessive power on the 
OSCAR 1@ uplink has developed. One is 
inclined to transmit enouch power to hear 
himself well on the downlink. Of course, 
this depends on the sensitivity of the 
receiving equipment - primarily the ant- 
enna, feedline and preamp in the receive 
path - as well as the transmitted power. 
If one has poor receive sensitivity and 
compensates for it by cranking up the 
transmit power, he begins to Gerner more 
than his fair share of the power developed 
by the transponder and his fellow Earth- 
men begin to refer to him as an "alligator." 
Your success in receiving the general 
beacon at 145.810 is a good measure of 
your receiving system sensitivity. If 
you hear the beacon 6 dB. above the noise 
your, sensitivity is marginal, 12 to 15 dB. 
above the noise is fair and a really good 
receive system will hear the beacon 15-20 
dB. over the noise. This problem is most- 
ly a matter of education and is already 
showing improvement.
